India Leery of 
Sudden China 
Ceasefire

WASHINGTON (API—President 


Kennedy is sending a high pow-' 
ered special mission to New Del- 
hi today to survey India's military 
needs in the conflict with Red 
China and recommended a U.S 
assistance program. 


In spite of a sudden Chinese 


cease fire move, U.S. officials ex- 
pect Prime Minister Nehru to re- 
quest massive U.S. aid to modern: 
ize his armed forces and raise 
permanently the level of his mil- 
itary strength. 


The surprise maneuver by the 


Chinese Reds, however, threw an 
element of uncertainty into the 
situation. As Kennedy told a news 
conference Tuesday night, Wash- 
ington is waiting for Nehru's own 
assessment of the move as a 
guide to further U.S. action. 


He said there is no present in- 


dication that U.S. troops will be 
sent to India. 


Kennedy said he was sending a

(AP)-Cuban ref 
ugees, concentrated in Miami dinn- 
ing the early stages of their flight 
from Fidel Castro's dictatorship, 
are scattered throughout the na- 
tion. 


When Fernando Hernande, 25, 


left this month with his wife and 
9-month old daughter to start life 
anew in Los Angeles, he became 
the 50,000th refugee resettled from 
Miami to other cities. 


The 50,000 are in every state 


except Alaska, and in Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. More 
than twice that number remain 
In the Miami area, 


More than 2,000 babies 
have 


been born in the United States of 
feiban refugee parents. They are 
native American citizens.
